FRIDAY, JULY 24th BEEF AND FEEDER SAI.E— 

Our market was defintely Jowor with the packer buyers being 
absolutely indifferent. Bear in mind that some people who 
write and broadcast market reports have a tendency to make 
the picture “too rosy.” For every steer that is making $23 
there are hundreds at $22 or less and this also holds good for 
the heifer trade, and the high priced cattle are also on the 
heavy order. Our yearlings are meeting a poor demand. 

We would call the market as follows: Strictly Choice Steers 
$22.50 to $23; Good to Low Choice Steers $21 to $22; Strictly 
Choice Heifers $20 to $20.50; Good to Low Choice Heifers $18 
to $19.50; Good Cows $13 to $14.50; Common Cows $10 to 
$12.50; Canners and Cutters $6 to $9.50 or subject. The Feeder 
Market is also sour. A good rain would soon fix this but at 
the present it sure is a buyers' market. Our best Stock Steers 
sold at $21.50 with most we had on offer at $20 to $21. Feeder 
Heifers are hard to move with extreme top to $19; Bulk at 
$17 to $18.

FARM MACHINERY 


Farm Shelterbelts 


Next to a good layout for the farmstead itself, 
there is probably no other project that will improve 
farm living conditions so much as a good shelterbelt. 
The benefits for many years to come will far Out¬ 
weigh the time and effort required to get it started. 

Well-grown shelterbelts check the wind and 
moderate extreme heat and cold. They help to ac¬ 
cumulate moisture from melting snows and reduce 
evaporation in gardens, orchards and ornamental 
plantings. They encourage bird life, provide year- 
round beauty and comfort as well as enhancing value 
of the property. 

Here are a few basic rules for planting a good 
shelterbelt from P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of Horti¬ 
culture with the Alberta Department of Agriculture. 

1) Prepare a definite and complete plan of your 
tree planting program before preparing the land. You 
can undertake a part of it each year until the pro¬ 
gram is completed. 

2) Summerfallow the land the year before it 
is to be planted. 

3) Allow at least five acres for the farmstead 
itself. 

4) Leave the front of the farmstead open. 
Specimen trees or a low hedge can be used for this 
area. 

5) Plant low growing shrubs on the outside row 
of the shelterbelt. 

6) Do not plant evergreens in the same row as 
broad-leafed trees. 

7) Do not plant trees closer than a hundred feet 
to any building. 

8) Fence the windbreak against livestock and 
guard against fire damage. 

9) Leave room between the tree rows for culti¬ 
vation. The width left will depend upon the type of 
machinery used for cultivation. 

Mr. McCalla says his department is now taking 
applications for next year’s supply of free trees from 
government nurseries. Contact your district agricul¬ 
turist for a list of 1965 tree varieties and an applica¬ 
tion form or write to P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture, Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
Legislative Building, Edmonton.

Housing Acts which, likewise, re¬ 
ceived prompt passage in the 
House of Commons. Until now the 
time of parliament was largely 
consumed with the debate on the 
Throne Speech, the budget debate, 
the passage of budgetary items (of 
which there were very few), a 
series of Supply Motions, Interim 
Supply (on two occasions), supple¬ 
mentary spending estimates for 
last year, and the unfortunate 
Flag Debate. 

As I have mentioned on other 
occasions, the main function of 
parliament is to approve the 
government’s spending program, 
which is technically known as the 
passing by parliament of the Esti¬ 
mates (estimated expenditures) of 
the various government depart¬ 
ments. Normally the passing of 
Estimates takes from 40 to 50 days 
of parliament's time each session, 
and so far only six days have been 
allowed by the government for the 
discussion of Estimates. It is for 
this reason that there has been un- 


by both national and international 
doubts about the financial sound¬ 
ness of our economy. To prevent 
such an enormous deficit, the 
government will be obliged to raise 
taxes, and financial experts around 
here estimate that income tax 
might have to be raised as much 
as 8 to 10%. This, of course, would 
be very unpopular politically, and 
it is for this reason that many ob¬ 
servers feel that there must be an 
election before the next budget is 
presented. 

Time will tell if these predic¬ 
tions are correct.
